They ’re plaving a new g ame in Latin Ameri­ 
ca and it’s cau sing g to p-level diplo matic head­ 
aches in Washing to n. 
Object o f the g ame is to nab an American 
diplo mat and ho ld him until whatever Latin 
American g o vernment is invo lved ag rees to 
free a nu mber o f po litical priso ners. 


THE KIDNAPING o f an air attache o f the U. 
S. embasssy in Santo Do ming o Tuesday is the 
third su ch incident in the past seven mo nths 
A po litical g ro up o ppo sed to the re-electio n o f 
President Jo aqu in Balag u er repo rted i has Lt. 
Co l. Do nald J Cro wley and will release him 
when a sco re o f po litical priso ners are freed. 
C. Bu rk e Elbrick . U.S. ambassado r to Bra­ 
zil went thro ug h a simi ar ex perience las* Sep­ 
tember in Rio de Janerio as did Sean M. Ho lly , 
a labo r attache o f the U S. embassy in Gu ate­ 
mala March 6 In Gu atemala City . 
All Latin American g o vernments so far have 
co mplied with demands o f k idnapers thu s pro ­ 
tecting U.S. diplo mats. This seems to be lead­ 
ing to o pen seaso n o n American o fficials but 


there isn’t a who le lo t Washing to n can do abo ut 
it. 
Since these are no t acts o f established Latin 
American g o vernments, diplo matic actio n, o th­ 
er than pro tests o f a lack o f pro tectio n, is pret­ 
ty much o ut o f the questio n. 


THE UNITED STATES do esn’t want to weak ­ 
en its influence in these tu rbu lent natio ns by 
threatening to clo se its embassies. That wo uld 
be play ing into the hands o f the radical o rg ani­ 
zatio ns. 
Pro secutio n o f the k idnapers isn’t lik ely since 
g o vernment 
o fficials 
fear 
vio lent 
reprisal* 
ag ainst o ther American perso nnel. 


Abo ut all Washing to n can do u nder present 
circu mstances is apply su btle pressu re o n Latin 
American natio ns to k eep wo rk ing to co ntain 
the 
k dnaping 
epidemic 
thro ug h 
preventive 
metho ds. 
It isn’t much o f a po licy but Washing to n o ffi­ 
cials alway s have been puzzled by Latin Ameri­ 
ca. 


Gain In War on Poverty 


The Natio nal Alliance o f Businessmen was 
fo rmed a co uple o f y ears ag o , with g o vernment 
blessing and partial assistance, with the g o al 
o f enco u rag ing private bu siness and indu stry 
to hire and train the natio n's "hard-co re" un- 
emp'o y ed who were previo usly co nsidered un- 
hirable and ufitrainable. 
The alliance repo rted a few day s ag o that its 
effo rts thu s far had resu lted in the hiring o f 
360.140 hard-co re unemplo y ed, mo st o f them 
Neg ro es in the ‘inner cities. Abo ut 75 per cent 
o f them have been trained at the ex pense o f 
private indu stry , the rest u nder co ntracts fro m 
the Department o f Labo r 
So me o f these peo ple were so far o ut o f 
thing s that they had to be tau g ht ho w to u se 
alarm clo ck s and ho w to read the destinatio n 


sig ns o n buses to be able to g et to wo rk . 
Mo re than 200,000 o f tho se hired du ring the 
past two y ears are still wo rk ing at their first 
jo bs. Many o f the o thers, say alliance o fficials 
have mo ved o n to o ther jo bs and no t back to 
the rank s o f the unemplo y ed. 
There are no w 23,520 co mpanies in the alli­ 
ance. 
While small co mpared to the millio ns o f Am­ 
ericans still suffering deprivatio ns o f vario us 
k inds and deg rees, these fig ures are mo re than 
a mere dro p in the buck et. This reco rd repre­ 
sents mo re than ju st a mino r victo ry in a mino r 
sk irmish in the war o n po verty . 
It is so mething o f which American bu siness­ 
men can be pro ud, and o n which they can co n­ 
tinue to build. 
Fusion In Peaceful Role 


Harnessing the aweso me po wer o f the hy dro ­ 
g en bo mb fo r peaceful pu rpo ses has been talk ed 
abo u t almo st since the bo mb itself was devel­ 
o ped This past week a patent was g ranted fo r 
a metho d o f achieving it. 
A Michig an u tility firm that no w pro du ces 
po wer in nu clear plants by fissio n plans to do 
so in the fu tu re by fusio n, if the co ncept as pre­ 
sented in the patent applicatio n pro ves practi­ 
cal 
The patented pro cess su bjects a stream o f 
po sitively charg ed io ns fro m deu teriu m o r triti­ 
um (iso to pes o f hy dro g en) to electrical and 
mag netic fields Co llisio n o f the particles u nder 
the hig h energ y g enerated is described as pro ­ 


du cing nu clear fusio n 
Altho ug h no po wer has y et been pro duced by 
this metho d, the u tility firm is study ing the 
pro cess to determine develo pment co sts. 
It wo uld seem to be o nly a matter o f time 
then until we will be able to benefit fro m the 
pro ductio n o f energ y by fusio n. 
It is reg rettable that men so o ften have to 
mak e scientific disco veries u nder the pressu res 
o f war, disco veries and inventio ns that are used 
ag ainst o ther men—befo re they are adapted fo r 
peacefu l purpo ses. 
But the fact that they u ltimately are diverted 
to peaceful u ses indicates that man basically 
desires to beat his swo rds into plo wshares. 


Going After the Oil Spi Hers 


Secretary o f the Interio r Walter J. Hiek el as­ 
su med his hig h g o vernment po st u nder attack 
by vario u s g ro ups o f co nservatio nists and tho se 
sy mpathetic to co nservatio nists’ g o als. 
He emerg ed fro m the lo ng co nfirmatio n hear­ 
ing s declaring that he had learned "Americans 
are co ncerned abo ut their enviro nment as never 
befo re.” And he declared: 
"Yo u mig ht no t believe it fro m so me o f the 
thing s that have been said (in the hearing s and 
in the natio n’s press), but I am ardently pro - 
co nservatio n.’’ 
Since tak ing o ffice. Secretary Hick el has bus- 
led himself with a nu mber o f activities which 
tend to su ppo rt his statement altho ug h he has 
no t, as y et. been able to silence all his critics. 


His latest activity , which sho uld tend to win 
him su ppo rt fro m co nservatio nists, is the step­ 
ping up o f enfo rcement o f g o vernment reg u la­ 
tio ns in the o ffsho re o il fields o f the Gulf o f 
Mex ico . 
He plans to do uble the nu mber o f federal 
inspecto rs in o rder to crack do wn o n o il co mpa­ 
nies which vio late the reg u latio ns. Inspecto rs 
fo und 147 such vio latio ns in the g ulf o peratio ns 
o f o ne firm, Chevro n Oil Co ., since the recent 
massive o il spill fro m a Chevro n platfo rm o ff 
Lo uisiana. 
Secretary Hick el has indicated he may seek 
fines o f up to $2,000 a day fo r each vio latio n He 
said that his inspecto rs have been able to check 
o nly appro x imately half o f the mo re than 7.000 
o ffsho re wells in the Gulf o f Mex ico . 
If the secretary carries o ut this enfo rcement 


po licy , and we believe he sho uld, it will fu rther 
su ppo rt his claim that he is, indeed, pro -co nser­ 
vatio n. 


Trillion for Arms 


One reaso n fo r the fix the wo rld finds itself in 
Is co ntained in resu lts o f a new study by the 
U S. Arms Co ntro l and Disarmament Ag encv. 
The ag ency finds that natio ns aro u nd the 
wo rld spent mo re than $1 trillio n o ver the past 
six y ears fo r arms and armies. 
The study also revealed that per capita mili­ 
tary spending has increased during the same 
time span while the wo rld standard o f living 
has made little pro g ress. 
Small co u ntries are increasing their military 
bu dg ets at a rate twice that o f the wo rld to tal. 
This wo uld indicate that eco no mic aid su p­ 
plied small natio ns by larg er o nes is freeing 
funds fo r military purpo ses that mig ht o ther­ 
wise g o fo r no nmilitary pro jects—a depressing 
state o f affairs. 
One enco u rag ing no te was so unded by the 
repo rt. The rate o f wo rld military spending 
dipped fro m 13 per cent between 1965 and 1967 
to 5 per cent in 1968 and 1969. 
This ho pefulness is relative, ho wever. If the 
spending increase rate dro pped to zero , it wo uld 
no t lessen the amo u nt already being spent y ear­ 
ly ($200 bi’lio n) no r wo uld it reco ver any o f 
that already do wn the drain. 


Head Count Key to Future 


By DON GRAFF 
Americans, lo ng inu red to inco me tax cho res 
this time o f y ear, face a do uble do se o f fo rm 
filling this April. Fo r this also happens to be 
a censu s y ear, with the natio nal headco u nt o f* 
ficially starting April 1. 
Tak ing the statistical pulse o f a co ntinental 
natio n such as we are is, u nderstandably , a 
majo r u ndertak ing . At a co st ex pected to to p 
$210 millio n—abo u t a do llar fo r every Ameri­ 
can head to be co u nted—the effo rt will requ ire 
so me 120 millio n fo rms, an assemblag e o f mo d­ 
em data-pro cessing equ ipment and 18 5,000 tem­ 
po rary wo rk ers. 
Mo st o f us, ho wever, will never see a cen­ 
su s tak er, unless the mailman can qualify . In 
mo st cases, ho u seho ds will receive fo rm* by 
mail, with co mpletio n and speedy retu rn en­ 
tirely o n the ho no r sy stem. Mo st o f us draw 
the sho rt fo rm, 23 questio ns requ iring abo u t 
15 minu tes to co mplete. So me, o ne o ut o f ev­ 
ery five ho useho lds, will be receiving mo re de­ 
tailed qu estio nnaires ho wever, amplify ing data 
in the basic fo rms bu t still tak ing u p o nly 
so me 30 minu tes o f the ho useho lder s time. 
Even after weeding o ut queies o n alimo ny , 
co ntraceptives, mental illness and o ther sensi­ 
tive su bjects which ran into press and co ng res­ 
sio nal fire, there are still so me co mplaints 
that so me qu estio ns, such as nu mber and snar­ 
ing o f bathro o ms, are an invasio n o f privacy . 
The censu s peo ple, ho wever, ho ld all are nec­ 
essary in predicting the directio n and needs 
o f the natio nal to mo rro w. 
THE CENSUS IS bo th tabu lato r and a crea­ 
to r o f chang e, the latter mo st directly in the 
po litical sphere. Distribu tio n o f seats in the 
Ho use o f Representatives is determined by the 
censu s and altho ug h the fo rmal co unt has y et 
to start, the resu lts already appear fairly su re. 
Califo rnia, which pick ed up eig ht new seats In 
the 1960 censu s, sho uld add six mo re, mo ving 
into first place with 44. Lo ng -do minated New 
Yo rk will dro p fro m 41 to 40. Other g ainers 
are ex pected to be Flo rida (two seats), Ari­ 
zo na, Tex as, Massachu setts annd New Jersey 
(o ne each). Lik ely lo sers, in addiJo n to New 
Yo rk , appear to be Ohio and Pennsy lvania 
(two each), Illino is, Michig an, Io wa, West Vir­ 
g inia and Wisco nsin (o ne each). 
Determining Ho use membership was the o r­ 
ig inal purpo se o f the censu s, as au tho rized in 
Article I, Sectio n 2, o f the Co nstitutio n. 
Tha 
first co unt was tak en in 1790. W’hat with a po p­ 
ulatio n larg ely scattered thro ug h wilderness 
and po o r co mmu nicatio ns, the retu rns weren’t 
in until March o f 1792, They sho wed a to tal 
po pulatio n o f 3,929,214 and a g eneratio n split 
that mak es o ur o wn lo o k lik e no co ntest. "Free 
white males u nder 16 y ears” almo st balanced 
the g eneratio ns o ver 16, at 8 02,127 to 8 13,365. 
WTiite 
females—all 
ag es—to taled 
1,556,528 ; 
"all o ther free perso ns,” 59,511, and slaves, 
697,697. 


FROM ITS YEAR-TO-YEAR ro ug h check o n 
po pulatio n g ro wth, the Census Bu reau esti­ 
mates we nu mbered 204,334.344 at the beg inn­ 
ing o f 1970, abo ut 25 millio n mo re than at the 
start o f 1960. The final fig u re is ex pected to be 
su bstantially ahead o f the estimate. It alway s 
is. But whatever it tu rns o ut to be, it will be 
all Americans, ex ecept fo r the small nu mbers 
o f resident aliens. 
But in the So viet Unio n, where this is also 
a censu s y ear, the co unt is ex pected to sho w 
Ru ssians are no lo ng er a majo rity , o u tnu mber­ 
ed by mo re than a hu ndred o ther ethnic g ro ups 
in a no w estimated po pulatio n o f 241 millio n. 
And that is lik ely to be o f co nsiderably g reater 
o fficial co ncern, and impact o n the natio nal 
to mo rro w, than any questio n o f o urs o n bath­ 
ro o ms o r any o ther su bject.

Campaign To Boost Mediocre Americans

WASHINGTON — President Nix o n's o rdei 
that tro o ps help deliver the mail in New Yo rk 
City is mo re a sy mbo l o f federal po wer than an 
indicatio n o f a pro lo ng ed co nflict with the labo r 
unio ns. Fo r the chances no w are that, altho u g h 
it may tak e several day s, all letter carriers 
will g et back to wo rk while new neg o tiatio ns 
pro ceed. 
The "co mmu nicatio ns g ap” between the g o v­ 
ernment and so me o f its wo rk ers was never 
mo re dramatically illu strated than in the letter 
carriers’ strik e Even the president o f the na­ 
tio nal unio n, who fo r several day s u rg ed the lo - 
cal o rg anizatio ns to end the walk o ut, was u na­ 
ble to persu ade all the members to retu rn to 
wo rk . 
TO WHAT IS THIS really due? On the su r­ 
face, it mig ht appear that the federal emplo y es 
are ju st stubbo rn, but actu ally they are unin­ 
fo rmed and u nfamiliar with the pro cess by 
which their pay co uld be raised. They seem to 
think that the g o vernment Ls o perated lik e a 
private business and that, o nce there is a wo rk 
sto ppag e, the head o f it — namely , the Presi­ 
dent o f the United States — co uld immediately 
o rder an increase in wag es and the strik e co uld 
be pro mptly terminated. 
To raise wag es fo r federal emplo y es, ho wev­ 
er, is a co mplicated pro cess. The President 
himself may favo r an increase and publicly ad­ 
vo cate the refo rm. But he first must pro po se it 
to Co ng ress, where co mmittees o f the Ho use 
and Senate mu st co nsider the measu re befo re a 
vo te is tak en. A pay bill will o ften be o nly 
a 
part o f a larg er piece o f leg islatio n which co n­ 
tains several pro visio ns that are no t readily 
ag reed upo n and therefo re cau se leng thy debate 
and delay . 
The idea that a strik e can o ccur o ne week 
and that the President can raise wag es a few 
day s later — o r even that Co ng ress can co m­ 
plete actio n befo re ano ther week has passed — 
is no t widely reco g nized as impractical in g o v­ 
ernmental pro cedu re. May be the answer is to 
separate any bill dealing with wag e rates fro m 
o ther pieces o f leg islatio n so that It may have 
a 
speedier jo u rney thro ug h bo th ho uses o f Co n­ 
g ress. Unio ns o f federal emplo y es will have to 
edu cate their members that they mu st start 
earlier in their crusr.des fo r hig her wag es if 
they ex pect their demands to be fulfilled at 
the same sessio n o f Co ng ress. 
ALTHOUGH POSTAL wo rk ers are to a larg e 
ex tent unio nized, they have sho wn an indiffer­ 
ence to their leaders, who are co ndemned when 
thev reco mmend patience. A few day 's ag o the 
president o f the Natio nal Letter Carriers Unio n 
was bitterly deno unced by many o f the lo cals 
becau se he advo cated a retu rn to wo rk . But he 
was well awnre o f what was invo lved and k new 
that no t much pro g ress co uld be made until the 
wo rk ers were back o n their jo bs. 


Ex planatio ns to g o vernment wo rk ers abo ut 
salary scales have no t been very satisfy ing . 
There are a nu mber o f inco nsistencies. Despite 
the fact that the co st o f living varies in differ­ 
ent parts o f the co untry , fo r instance, wag # 
♦ rates are the same every where in the federal 
departments which have emplo y es In many 
ar^as. 


When the strik e beg an last week In New 
Yo rk , a nu mber o f the lo cal unio ns in o ther 
states jo ined in the mo vement ag ainst the ad­ 
vice o f their leaders. This, o f co urse, made 
thing s wo rse, and the break do wn in the mail-de- 
livery sy stem became so ex tensive that the 
co u ntry has suffered a larg e financial lo ss 
which is irreparable. 


Inno cent individuals have been the victims. 
They , to o , had no way o f accelerating wag e 
raises fo r federal wo rk ers, becau se Co ng ress 
mo ves slo wly . Better co mmunicatio n between 
the peo ple and the g o vernment is g o ing to be 
necessary to prevent fu rther wo rk sto ppag es 
amo ng federal emplo y es. Co ng ress, mo reo ver, 
will have to devo te mo re time to a study o f the 
lo w scales o f wag es which are cau sing hard­ 
ship. 


THE ADMINISTRATION has learned o ne les­ 
so n — it mu st ex pedite the raise in wag es. Co n­ 
g ress may be ready to act pro mptly . But the 
pro blem is co mplicated by the desire o f the ad­ 
ministratio n to set up an independent co rpo ra­ 
tio n to tak e o ver the who le po stal sy stem. 
It is assu med that under such a plan the em­ 
plo y es will g et hig her wag es than they have o b­ 
tained hereto fo re, but they haven’t been to ld 
this in so many wo rds. 


Ag ain, there is need fo r info rmatio n as to 
what a public co rpo ratio n can do that the g o v­ 
ernment has been unable to do fo r the federal 
wo rk ers in the mail service.

I'm 25 years old and was 
turned down for disability bene­ 
fits five years ago when I be­ 
came disabled. They said that 
1 hadn't worked long enough. 
Can I get social security now?1 
A 
Maybe you can, because 
there has been a change in the 
work credits 
needed 
for the 
young disabled person. It’s best 
that >ou contact your local so­ 
cial security office to see if you 
meet 
the requirements under 
the new law. 
Q. I’m disabled for over two 
months and have been to three 
doctors and to two hospitals. 
Should I get medical reports 
before 
I 
make 
my 
applica­ 
tion? 


A No We will assist you in 
obtaining the necessary medi­ 
cal reports after you make ap­ 
plication You may not need re­ 
ports from all the doctors and 
hospitals. 
Q. I’m 69 vears old and re­ 
ceive retirement benefits. I had 
a stroke last month and had to 
give up my part-time job. Can 
I now get disability benefits? 
A. No. Disability benefits are 
paid only to those who became 
disabled before age 65. There 
is no increase in benefits if a 
person becomes disabled after 
age 65. However, your health 
insurance should be able to help 
with your medical expenses. 
Q. Social security has asked 
me to go to their doctor. What 
was wrong with my doctor’s re­ 
port? 
A Probably nothing. Sometim­ 
es the 
doctors who examine 
your disability claim believe the 
results of a specific test could 
better 
define your disability. 
When this is necessary, the ex­ 
am s and the cost of transporta­ 
tion are paid by social security 
and not by you. 
Q. I am over 65 and have 
been on Medicare ever since it 
started. I 
have 
continued 
to 
work, however, and do not re­ 
ceive 
Social Security 
benfits. 
I plan on retiring next month. 
I was told when 1 filed for Med­ 
icare that all I had to do when 
I retired was to tell the Social 
Security 
Administration, 
and 
they would start my checks. 
Should I notify my local of 
fice, or should I send my notice 
directly to the main office? 
A. You should tell your local 
Social Security office that you 
are retiring. You should also tell 
them the amount of income you 
expect to earn this year and 
the last month you will work 
and earn over $140.00. You can 
use the reporting card (SSA- 
1425) that you were given when 
you first filed. Be sure your lo­ 
cal address of 
the 
office 
is 
shown on the card, it should be 
crossed out. The most efficient 
and prompt handling of your re­ 
port can be had by notifying 
your local office.
